The neighbors and personal friends of the g reat 
w ar Governor, Hon. Andrew 0. Curtin, turned « a t 
to the num ber of about 6,000 th is evening to ex ­ 
ten d a real old-toshloned Pennsylvania welcome to 
h e r favorite son. The dem onstration was, to a 
certain extent,' of a poUtlcal nature, as testifying 
his neighbors’ appreciation of his recen t letter 
avow ing his indorsem ent of the liberal cause In 
this S tate. It waa prom ised th at be would explain 
his reasons for the step he has taken, and this, 
w ith the personal regard in which he to held all 
over the S tate, brought together this large crowd 
of people. Bellefonte proper Is a tow n of 9,000 In­ 
habitants. The tow ns of Lock Haven and Clear­ 
field and Tyrone and the rural districts for miles 
added th eir qnota to the stream of hum anity th at 
fiowed into th e beautlfW Uttle village this even­ 
ing in honor of 
OUB AMDT. 
They cam e In wagons and on horseback—th e sturdy 
yeom anry, w ith th eir families, and John and Maria 
loitering along the road, in the glory of new store 
clothes and In the first finsh of those em otions th at 
come to all the Johns and M arias in the world at 
least once In life. The dem onstration was In th e 
n atu re of an old-fashioned barbecne—enthoslastic, 
honest, sincere—and Governor Cnrtin was plainly 
affected by the spontaniety of th e m eeting and th e 
evidences of the regard In which he to held by those 
who know him best. The crowd having gathered 
in the re ar of th e Court House, and the torch bear­ 
ers having

From here Issue every morning the Sis­ 
ters who teach In the following schools :—8t. Paul’s, 
Court street; St. Mary, Star of the Sea, Court 
street; St. Philomena, Sydney place; St. Peter's, 
Warien street, and Assumption, York street. At 
several of the above named places they also con­ 
duct nourishing academies, where the well known 
teaching abilities of the “Daughters of .St. Vincent 
de Paul” are exercised by the taleuted SUiers.

The new asylum, not yet completed, will 
be under their charge, and will prove a great boon 
to the orphan girls of Brooklyn. They conduct, 
also St. Mary’s Hospital for Women, at m Olinton 
street.

On arriving here 
they immediately commenced work and soon the 
stately convent of St. Joseph, at Fluahlim, rose, 
and with It the popularity of the Sisters, ime con­ 
vent was planned by one of their community and it 
Is most beautifully situated. The edifice is most 
pleasing and the entire surroundings seem to

blessed retirement suited to such an Institution. 
Besides a boarding scUool at Flushing, they con­ 
duct three acaderntos—St. Joseph’s, Pacific street, 
W. D.; St. Joseph’s, South Third street, E. D„ and 
St. Mary’s, Grand street, B. D. They also teach at 
the following s c h o o l s J a m e s ’, Jay street; St. 
Anne's, Gold street; Our Lady of Mercy, Debevolse 
street; 88.

Mary’s Immacnlate Conception, Leonard street, 
and S t Joseph's, Pacific street. They also oondnct a 
select school at Flushing for yonng boys, as well as 
S t Michael’s female school at the same place.

The new Orphan Asylum for boys, which Is a 
splendid edifice, situated on Wyckoffand Albany 
avenues, is also under their charge. The community 
now numbers over one hundred.

These cloistered daughters of St. Francis do 
Sales, in Brooklyn, conduct one of the most flourish­ 
ing academies In the Stote. 
The convent and 
academy are situated at the comer of Pearl and 
Johnson streets. The course of study pursued at 
this splendid centre of learning eminently fits the 
young lady for whatever position of life ahe may be 
Intended. The anmber of pnplls is nearly 150. They 
also conduct a boarding school at Villa de Sales, 
New Utrecht, L. I„ at which place the same course 
Is pursued. 
At each place they have splendid 
grounds surrounding the convent for the use of the 
community, which numbers 41.

These nuns have a hospital near Remsen and 
Wyckoff streets under their charge; also an orphan 
asylum attached to the Holy Trinity chnrch.

and BO widely known has the Order become for its 
great uselnlaess to society that there Is scarce a 
country to which the Order has not a branch. They 
have l>een only a tow years to this city and were 
formerly located at Nos. 229 and 231 llenry street, 
where they have reacued many a female from a Ufe 
of shame and procured her a place to honorable 
society. Not long since the spotted fever broke ont 
among the inmates, and great was the care they 
received from the nuns prior to transferring them 
to the hospital, So great and pious was the care 
that they bestowed that neither sleep nor rest 
would Interfere with those nurses tUl some of the 
Sisters were struck down with the disease them­ 
selves. Before long the fever did Its work, and 
among the victims which It carried off there were 
two of those noble Sisters. Truly a martyr’s crown 
awaited them, for they fell to the discharge of their 
heaven-bom charity. 
The commonlty numbers 
over fifteen; the penitents over fifty. 
By this little sketch of the works of the religions 
orders to Brooklyn we see that they are not idle. 
Fully 16,000 clUldren are educated by them, while 
the sick, the aged, the orphan and the fallen one 
are not forgotten.

For the enlightenment of the Observer and its 
readers, who seem to regard confession as a sort of 
business m atter. It may be necessary to ssy that 
the only considerations reqnlred In the contos- 
slooal lor the forgiveness of sins are, first, a true 
and hearty sorrow for sin, and a firm determtoa- 
tlo D never to ofltond God again, without which a 
confession Is nnlL The next considerations are 
sattatoctlon and resUturion. If yon have wronged 
your neighbor by enmity a r slander you must do 
all in your power to retrieve the Injury you have 
done. If you have robbed yonr neighbor of goods 
or money they must be restored before absolution 
can be given. It is thus that we sometimes read 
to the newspapers of sums of money being restored 
to the rightful owner through the confessional— 
matters o7 dally occurrence, which only to rare 
cases obtain publicity. 
Another consideration is prayer, which is regu­ 
lated by the confessor according to the condition 
or culpability of the penitent; these are the only 
consKlerations required for a good confession, and 
there is no Catholic so ignorant of his religion as 
to believe otherwise, or priest who dare, would or

Aa the investigatlon progreisea relative to ttie 
Patenborg riot It la becoming more and more ap­ 
parent that to the IrUh laborera the amalleat por­ 
tion 0Í the blame muat be attached. The two ne- 
groea who Inatlgated the 
riot—Joe Warren 
and 
Charley 
Perkins—have 
the 
reputation 
•r aoarrelaome, disagreeable men, 
Perkins In 
parttonlar, who 
aspired to be the bnflbr of 
the 
“ camp,» 
as 
the 
negroes styled 
their 
shanties at the foot of the mountain. Sherlir Rlt- 
tenhonse and his deputies, who have been nn- 
oeaslng in their efforts to discover the guilty 
parties, are daily In receipt of fresh evidence Im­ 
plicating the “darkles,» and their main ellbrts are 
BOW directed to secure the arrest of Perkins and 
Warren, who on Sunday hurriedly left Fatenburg 
for their native place, Alexandria, Ya. 
Most 
of the negroes were from the South and were 
hrought direct to engage In the oonstmotlon of the 
road. 
Early this morning John Wilson, a powerful col­ 
ored man, was taken ITom his oell and brought 
hefore Squire Dunham, In order that his evidence 
might be taken relative to the afffay and a reqnlal- 
UoB procured upon the Governor of Virginia to 
deliver up the absconding culprits. 
Wilson Is a 
powerful, able-bodied negro, standing six feet high, 
and bis flst is powerful enough to knock down an 
ox. in the Squire’s office Mr. John A. KeUy, foreman 
of the road construction gang, was also present to 
ieU what he knew about the riot. Mr. Kelly Is an 
extremely Intelligent man and bis evidence can be 
relied upon in every particular. He states that on 
the morning of the 22d of September be was awak­ 
ened by a

A powder magaslne was 
stationed near the scene of the riot, and appre­ 
hending an exploalon be proceeded in that direc­ 
tion.

The negroes by this time had completely deserted 
the shanties, which were abandoned to the dames. 
Mr. Kelly met small groups of Irishmen, who in­ 
formed him that the negroes had attacked a small 
body of Irishmen, of which McColl was one. In force, 
and had beaten them badly. He endeavored to 
quell the riot, and found the Irishmen tractable In 
listening to his advice, and in a few hours every­ 
thing was quiet. In conversaUon with Mr. Kelly 1 
aMied him who he thought were most to blame, and 
he said It was about evenly divided, but was of

ilon that the negroes in the drst Instance were 
aggressors. There had been no such feeling 
previous to the riot exhibited by the Irishmen 
iawards the negroes, and both parties had been in 
the habit of drinking together. 
John Wllsoh, the colored man, tells his story as 
Collows:-“1 was sitting In de camp, about one 
o’clock on Sunday morning, when Joe Warren ana 
Charley, de banjo player, came In and said we’ve 
been lighting with de Irishmen and have got the 
worst Of de flght. Get up. boys, and help us. We 
got together all we could and started, Joe and 
Charley leading. We came upon four or five ol de 
Irishmen and we all turned In fighting. Some of 
US bad clubs and weapons; others used dese 
(holding up his flstf).

He su tes that he knew nothing of the riot until 
Sanday afternoon, as he worked four or five miles 
from where it occurred. On Sunday he was first 
Informed of it, and heard that an Irishman had 
been killed, and that the negroes had burned some 
ofthe shanties to attract their enemies. On Sun­ 
day morning he went Into Clinton and m et an 
old fflend, whom he had not aeen for years. The 
R snlt was that he got tight, and In that condition 
was arrested by the Sheriff, charged with engaging 
In the riot. Casslly’s story is corroborted by Mr. 
Kelly, and be will probably be released, as no evi­ 
dence can be produced against him. The old man

John A. Kelly, foreman ofthe road, was next ex- 
amined. He Identified aU the prisoners as being 
employed on the road nnder him, except the old 
man Casstly, who worked on a different section; he 
gave the names of the gang bosses who worked 
under him; John Kelly, one of them, had charge 
ofagangofm enlnthetnnnel at the time ofthe 
riot, the others are Hugh MclAughlln, James Demp­ 
sey and John Reynolds. Dempsey's gang, In which 
colored. Reynolds has not 
It. The others are children.

The witness was examined and croas-examlned 
at great length, but his evidence was on the whole 
favorable to the prisoners, andproduced a good 
Impression In the court room. The liberality of the 
Hunterdon county anihoritlea allows wltnesaea 
fifty cents a day for expenses, and Mr. Kelly at the 
Close of his evidence complained of the heavy loss 
he was incnrring. The witness was bound over 
to appear at the term of the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, to give evidence before the Grand Jnry. 
Daniel McKeon was next examined, and teatlfled 
aa follows:-1 was boMof ona of tbe colored gangs 
at the time of the riot; my gang boarded In one of 
the colored shanties on the Dllley I’arm ; I boarded 
with a termer a quarter of a mile away; 1 never 
heard that there was folng to be a riot untU It had 
taken place; hearil of nodifficulty or threat which 
was likely to lead to a riot fl^m either side;

An Interview w ith Btek» as to His Oeadng 
Trial-BtokM Oonfldsnt snd O hssrfnl-Trs- 
main, Tswndiead and SaUy to Da- 
tend H iak-H e Bayt that Hs 
H u t Bs Triad or BtUsd. 


A reporter of the HaaALD paid a visit to the 
Tombs prison yesterday and obtained an Interview 
wltb Edward 8. Stokes. Tbe warden of the Tombs, 
Mark Finley, had on for the first Ume a beautiful 
blue nnlfbrm of the finest blue West of England 
indigo 
broadolotta. 
On 
tbe 
upper 
story 
of 
tbe 
peak 
of 
hla 
cap 
was 
the 
inscription, “Warden.” Mr. Finley, as soon as he 
saw the Hibald reporter, escorted him through 
the gates, and passed him. In a graclons manner 
and with a wave of the hand, to the Inner audi­ 
ence room. 
There are some beantlfni plants waving In the 
yard, and the Inner aspect of the prison seemed 
cheerini enough to aB who were flree to go to and 
fro; but lor the poor prlaonera It was a very cheer­ 
less, bleak looking place. 
* 
The oeU of Edward 8. Stokes Is very clean and 
very neat, bnt there la a totm absence of any gandy 
dUpIay, and the magnificent adornmento that have 
been lllnstrated In the weekly papers are totally 
wanting In the oell of Stokes. The few arti­ 
cles of 
the toilet that are scattered 
about 
Indicate that he la now, aa he always has 
been, scmpulonsly carefUl of bis personal cleanli­ 
ness. Everything is valuable and of the best mate­ 
rial, but still the books and slippers are tbe only 
articles that may be called Inxnries. 
“ How do you do, Mr. Stokes t” said the reporter. 
“I am aa well as yon might expect. Of coarse I 
have no exercise and when yen knew me I al­ 
ways waa fond of taking a walk; bnt I cannot do 
it here, aa tbe bonndaries are limited,’’ anai^ered 
Stokes; smiling cbeerfUlly and shaking bands 
heartily with the visitor. 
The terribly long confinement, though It has told 
npon Stokes, has not aflbcted bis constltntion as 
much as might be expected. His constitution Is of 
Iron and bis manner In conversation Is as cheerful 
as ever. His eyes are as bright as ever and he has 
the same fire and aglltty of movement that waa 
noticeable In him before bis imprisonment. Stokes 
was dressed with hls usnal eare and neatness, bnt 
he did not wear bis dlamonda. He wore a loose, 
gray tweed sack, pair of very handsomely cat gray 
trousers and a purple sUk scarf with white spots. 
Stokes conld not do without a cane, and he strnck 
hla legs with It and tbe table while talking. The 
interview lasted for some time and the good spirtta 
of Stokes retnrned to him as he talked energetically 
of hls troubles and of hls prison experience.

A 8TARTLIH0 RECORD OF CRIME. 


The mnrder of Professor Panormo, the muslo 
teacher, In Brooklyn, which was committed by 
highwaymen on the night of the 23d of January 
last. Is still fresh in the minds of the readers of the 
Herald. 
The Professor was waylaid abont ten' 
o'clock at nlgbt as he waa returning to his home, 
after having given a music lesson to one of his 
pupils in Oxford street, near Park avenue. Tho 
following day the police began to look about for the 
perpetratora of the horrible crime. They arrested 
a number of parties, but as there was no evidence 
which was calculated to Implicate them In the 
murder one alter another was discharged, and all 
hope of securing the guilty parties was given up. 
Till allegro murdbrer 
Is now, however, In the Kings county Jail, one of 
bis comrades having Just “given him away.” Tbe 
man la Michael O’Brien, a New York thief, who, 
with an organized gang, was in the habit of mak­ 
ing frequent visits to Brooklyn for the purpose of 
robbing the dwellings of citizens. O’Brien waa 
arrested in the apartments of Mrs, Payers, at 247 
West Eleventh street, New York, where a quantity 
of iilyerware, which he had stolen from reslaences 
In Brooklyn, was recovered, by Captain Ferry. 
It 
was not known at the time of his arrest that he 
waa at all Implicated In the murder. 
THE CLEW TO TIIB'OVNG OF THIEVES. 
Some time since Officer Roache, of the Third pro. 
clnct, arrested a young man named William Hig­ 
gins for sneak thieving. Ho did not think he had 
made much of a capture, for all that was found in 
the prisoner’s possession was a pistol and a tape 
line. It was subsequently asoertalned that this 
tape line was anioug some articles which had been 
stolen from the residence or Mr. John Gilbert, 847 
President street. Captain Ferry went to Higgins 
and told him that he was satisfied he could assist 
him to discover some property which had been 
stolon from District Attorney Britton and oibers. 
HIUGINH “GIVES AWAY” HIS COMPANIONS. 
Higgins then told the Captain that there was an 
organized gang which had been operating In 
Brooklyn for some time past, but they belonged In 
New York. 
“Yon say that this gang Is the one which has com­ 
mitted all these silver robberlea In Brooklyn r” re­ 
marked the Captain. 
“Yes, I do,’^replied Higgins. 
“Do you know where any of that silver Is »” 
“ Yes. What do you want f” 
“ Well, District Attorney Britton’s honse was rob­ 
bed the other day, and the following silver pieces 
were stolen”-h ere the Captain described the

There are periods in the Uves of young per­

The young metropolis has passed 
safely through the trials of its infancy, as 
a strong child survives the sufferings and dis­ 
eases of its earliest years. 
The cholera of 
1832, the great fire of 1835, the commercial 
revulsions of 1836 and 1837, the extensive con­ 
flagration of 1845, were its teethings, its 
measles, its scarlet fever and its whooping 
cough; and having raUied from aU these, and 
grown vigorous and healthy almost without 
any aids to nature, we now find it in want of 
aU that attention, care and liberal treatment 
necessary to develop a promising youth into 
a vigorous prime. Neglect, indifference, inert­ 
ness, or unwise parsimony at this time may 
cnimp its growth and block the wheels of its 
progress in such a manner as to do incalcula­ 
ble damage to its future career. 
Hundreds of citizens are Uving to-day who 
have seen New York grow up. Indeed, half an 
ordinary lifetime has been snfficient to show 
wonderful changes in the yonng metropolis of 
the New World. 
A city, some of whose real 
estate has risen in value within a generation 
from $500 an acre to $80,000 a lot, muat neces­ 
sarily have presented many astonishing transi­ 
tions to the eyes of its steady residents. 
The 
younger people, who have only known New 
York as at present, can readily raise up before 
their mind’s eye the picture of the c i^ half a 
century ago, without the mighty agents ol 
steam and electricity, and with Canal street a 
suburb. 
But older residents, who almost re­ 
member that time, have seen the changes con­ 
stantly going on, and can recall the days when 
the commerce of the world first began to filter 
alowly into onr p o rt; when foreign vessels 
were gazed at with curiosity as they reached 
their docks ; when news came to us from our 
own States and from Europe weeks and 
months old ; when a journey to Albany was a 
labor of time, fatigue 
and hazard. 
As 
they look now upon our rivers and bays 
covered with vessels of all sorts and of all na­ 
tionalities; upon onr docks, a forest of masts; 
upon our busy, crowded streets; upon the 
buildings 
stretching 
along 
beyond 
the 
reach of our business oommnnity, and, as they 
read every morning in the H x b a ld , news oi the 
preceding day from every qjiarter of the 
globe, they can bear personal testimony to a 
progress that reminds one of those fairy tales 
which tell of cities raised in a nighttime by 
the magician’s power in the heart of a wilder­ 
ness. 
Yet few even of our most thoughtful 
and far-seeing citizens can imagine how great, 
how wealthy and how beautiful a metropolis 
New York may become by the aid of honesty, 
liberality and enterprise in the next twenty- 
éve years.

Bridges 
spanning the East River will unite ns in a 
single corporation with the handsome suburbs 
of Brooklyn and Williamsburg, which will in 
their turn stretch miles along the bay and river 
and into the interior of the island, to furnish 
residences for a good portion of our inhabi­ 
tants. 
Viaduct and underground raifroads, 
running along the sides and through the centre 
of the island, will lead our teeming population 
to Harlem, and over solid, handsome bridges, 
or through tunnels, beyond the river, into 
Westchester county, whose piotnresque hills 
and valleys will be covered with the princely 
residences of our wealthiest citizens. 
The 
new 
boulevards, the Champs 
Elysées 
of 
America, will offer us the most attractive 
streets and the finest drives to be found in any 
capital of Europe. 
The Central Park, whose 
management has always been admirable, will 
present new beauties to the eye, and will be­ 
come only the parent of others almost or 
quite as elaborate and charming. 
Along the 
North and East rivers will run the grand 
broad 
river 
streets 
designed 
by 
the 
Dock 
Commission, 
with 
massive 
stone 
docks 
and convenient slips along 
their 
whole length, affording facilities to com­ 
merce nnkuown in any other port in the 
world, with wharves busy from the Battery to 
Harlem River, and with capacious warehouses 
to receive and store goods without the incon­ 
venience and expense which now so sadly 
cripple our trade. 
Our fugitive people, now 
driven into Jersey, Connecticut or elsewhere, 
to spend the money they make in New York, 
will gladly return to the dty when railroad 
faculties and bridges enable them to live here 
within reach of their business occupations; 
and new residents attracted to us by our 
prosperity, and brought to us by the natural 
progress of trade and commerce, wUl swcU our 
population by millions. 
’This is no exag­ 
gerated picture. 
The iron bonds that now 
unite the Pacific and the Atlantic make New 
York the centre of the world's commerce and 
news, and we have no doubt that within the 
lifetime of some now bom this metropolis 
will exceed London in size, business and 
wealth as much as London now exceeds New 
York. 
The pending Mayoralty election is of more 
than ordinary importance, because we are 
probably on the turning point of onr des­ 
tiny. and the next two years may 
do 
much to help us for^-ard or to drag us back­ 
wards. 
The government of the city has been 
badly disorganized by the miscondnct of the 
former officials, and the difficulty hM not 
pMsed away with the didionest men who 
caused it. We require • new charter and a 
thorough remodelling of 
the govemmSnt 
under it. 
In the transition state we shall 
need the services of a Chief Magistrate who is 
thoronghty honest, of nnquestlonoble business 
capacity, familiar with the wants of the city, 
bold enough to accept responsibility, inteUi- 
gent enough to nnderstond the Inture. that lies 
before the metropolis, liberal in wise expendi­ 
ture, and independent of all political entangle­ 
ments, intrigues and associations. 
We must 
not have a Mayor whose mind is wholly 
sted to what he can save, and who would 


reftme to spend a hundred dolara of Oie public 
money to aeoute a refaum of a thousand for 
the people. 
We 
must not haro at the 
head 
of 
the 
administration 
an officer 
who is in constant conflict with all the other 
departments, and in hot water with every per­ 
son who does business with the Corporation. 
Harmony in all the departments of the muni­ 
cipality ia above every other requirement 
necessary to make a strong, effeotive and suo- 
cessfiil administration. 
The next Mayor must 
not be one who would put a heavy dragohain 
on to the wheels of progress, or under whose 
rule we might wake up one morning to find 
ourselves without Croton water, or be com­ 
pelled to go to lied one night without a gas- 
Ught in the city. 
Neither must the Chief 
Magistrate chosen at this time be a highly 
respectable ancient party hack, whose fingers 
have for a lifetime been constantly in the 
political pie, even though under the pre­ 
tence 
of 
searching for 
the 
plum 
of 
reform. 
A fine old American gentleman, fully 
competent to play the part of Mayor twenty or 
thirty years ago, may be utterly unfit for the 
position now. When the world has progressed 
and the city grown so rapidly as to outstrip all 
his ideas. 
We want a citizen in that impor­ 
tant position at this time with whom the people 
are satisfied, rather than one who is satisfied 
with himself. 
We want a successful business 
man, who, 
by his good management of 
his 
own 
affairs 
has 
given 
guarantee 
that 
he 
can 
manage 
the 
afbirs 
of 
the people. 
Wo want a 
person whose 
name will carry with it at onoe a conviction 
of integrity, capacity and independence, who 
is free from all political affiliations, and whose 
position is such as to elevate him above the 
reach of politicians, great or UtUe. 
There is no difficulty in finding such a can­ 
didate. 
The only trouble seems to be about 
nominating him. 
We have ward clubs mak­ 
ing selections, a remnant of the Oommittee of 
Seventy appointing a committee of themselves 
to put forward a ticket, and speeches and reso­ 
lutions in abnndance; but still no definite 
action is taken by any proper authority. 
It is 
time that all this nonsense should cease and 
that the people should know who they are to 
be coUed upon to support for the chief 
municipal office in their gift. 
We have 
suggested a number of names, many of 
which might 
be selected as 
candidates 
with credit and honor to the party making the 
nomination, and it is now within five or six 
weeks of the election. 
The strongest party in 
the city is the Tammany democracy. 
The 
Tammany organization, 
purified and regen­ 
erated, is now in reality a reform party. 
Its 
present leaders were the recognized leaders of 
the reform movement of last year, and to them 
mainly was due the overthrow of the corrupt 
ring. 
A thoroughly good nomination by Tam­ 
many would be equivalent to an election, and 
would enable the democracy to win back their 
old-fashioned majority of fifty or sixty thou­ 
sand. 
The present Sachems are solid citizens 
as well as experienced politicians, and they 
know what the people j^ e o t and desire. They 
are sensible of the sort of candidate calculated 
to command public confidence imd to win 
popular support 
Msssrs. Belmont, TUden, 
ScheU, Barlow, John Kelly, O’Oonor, Otten- 
dorfer. Fox, Arthur Leary and William C. 
Conner cannot make a mistake in selecting 
their candidate, and they must know that a 
most unexceptionable nomination now will 
efffectnally wipe out any stigma that may still 
attach to the old name they bear. 
If they put 
forward such a ticket as jnstics, wisdom and 
conscience would dictate, they will compel the 
endorsement of all the reform organizations or 
bodies in the city. 
If they act at once they 
will stop all the small side intrigues and com­ 
binations that are now being made, and will 
carry with them the great body of the voters 
who followed them in the reform movement a 
year ago. 
As they are the most powerftil 
party in the city the Committee of Seventy 
and 
all 
its 
allies 
and offiihoota must 
hsil with satisfaction a thoroughly honest 
reform 
nomination 
from 
them, 
since 
the triumph of honest government would 
then 
be 
secure. 
Indeed, 
any 
attempt 
to oppose their candidate would brand the 
pretended reformers who might essay it as im­ 
postors, traders and political corruptionists. 
It would at once classify them with the de­ 
bauched legislators of last Winter, who, under 
the mask of reform, obtained office only to 
dishonor and degrade the State by their undis­ 
guised rascality. 
We call npon parifled Tam­ 
many to make their nomination for Mayor 
without any farther delay, and if it is such as 
ought to be mode by earnest and sincere re­ 
formers their candidate will be certain of 
election by one of those old-fashioned, rousing 
majorities to which an honest democracy is 
entitled in the metropolis of the Empire State.

From our cable despatches day after day we 
now begin to learn in wbat light the Geneva 
settlement is regarded by prominent English 
statesmen and by the representatives of the 
business and mercantile interests of the three 
kingdoms. 
Mr. Lowe, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, has spoken ont in Glasgow. 
Mr. 
Forster, another leading Cabinet Minister, has 
addressed his constitnents at Bradford and has 
given us his views on the subject The Cham­ 
bers of Commerce in several leading cities of 
England have adopted resolutions oongratnlat- 
ing Her Majesty's government on the happy 
termination of the Alabama arbitration, and 
copies of the resolutions have, it is said, been 
forwarded to the United States. 
Then, again. 
Lord John Russell, cantankerous as usual, is 
indignant at the settlement and is preparing a 
review of the proceedings of the Court of 
Arbitration. 
As yet no voice has been raised 
by any member of Her Majesty’s opposition. 
It is not at all impossible that when Parlia­ 
ment reassembles the tories may have some­ 
thing to say abont the settlement of the Gen­ 
eva Court. 
It will be wonderful if they have 
not. 
It is safe, however, we think, to say 
that the Gladstone Ministry is abnndantiy 
satisfied with the doings of the Geneva Court, 
and that they feel confident that the Honse of 
Commons and the great mass of the British 
people will stand by them and make them 
secure of the fttdto of victory. 
Mr. Lowe 
leaves ns in no doubt as to what he means. 
It is his belief that Orest Britain has entered 
upon a new era in her relations with America— 
“an era in which all jealousies and animosi­ 
ties will disappear, and the two nations will 
confine themselves to rivalry in the work of 
extending the interests of civilization and 
peace.” 
In » similM vein spenks Mr. Forster. 


“The decision of OeiMva.” he says, “no4 only 
gives America three millions of poonds otor- 
ling, bat gives her peses, and giveaboth oonn- 
tries new international rules of the highest 
vohie. besides establishing a preoedent that con 
not foU to be beneficial to aU nationa.” Such 
langoage reveals autikority, and it indicates sot- 
isfsotiom 
With the Ohombers of OotmaeMe 
os well os the mass of the pec^e on his side, 
Mr. Gladstone has little cause to fear any 
attack which can be made by Lord John Bus­ 
sell or to dread the reassembling of the House 
of Commons. 
And why should England complain? 
Has 
not the treaty been a gain to her? 
We won­ 
der not that Cabinet Ministers speak with 
satisfaction of the Geneva settlem ent 
We 
wonder rather that Sir Alexander Oookburn 
should protest and give himself the trouble to 
repeat in elaborate form, strong arguments 
when the case is settled. 
It is not to be denied 
that our diplomatists have come off second 
best; b u t ¡n riew of the great good which this 
new mode of settling international difficulties 
may do to the world, we can afford to accept 
the lesson, which, we tru st our’ diplomatists 
have learned, with some degree of equanimity. 
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It is always pleasant to hear ourselves spoken 
well of, bat it is especially agreeaUe to Qnd 
that our public and representative men are 
duly appreciated by suoh phlegmatic and 
matter-of-lhct critics as Englishmen are reputed 
to be. The Rev. Dr. Bellows, who has recently 
returned from a trip to Europe, has during 
his absence occupied some of the English pul­ 
pits, and in the Liverpool Post we find a 
column editorial sketch of his style and per­ 
sonnel as he appeared in that city. 
The writer 
introduces the Doctor by remarking that the 
Utter’s fame arises from the fact that he is 
“the one divine of the present day who has 
publicly defended the stage.” 
And, though 
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the term theatrical cannot be applied to 
the 
Doctor’s gestares 
or elocution, yet 
“both owe 
something 
to 
the 
stage.” 
The 
Post 
editor 
goes 
on 
to 
liken 
Dr. Bellows in personal appearance to the 
British Attorney General, and in oratorical 
powers and silverness of voice to Sir John 
Coleridge. 
But the Doctor’s voice is much 
fuller and deeper, and has at times a slightly 
nasal 
quality, 
and 
“he is more richly 
endowed 
with the natural gifts of 
an 
orator and has cultivated them at once 
with 
greater freedom and 
more refine­ 
ment.” 
There is, however, a striking differ­ 
ence between the Doctor and the Attorney 
General, and it is, that while the latter ex­ 
temporizes or recites, the former reads; “but 
it is beautiful reading,” adds the Post critic; 
“more beautiful we have never listened to ;” 
but he thinks “it cannot be called the highest 
style of oratory.” 
New Yorkers need not be 
reminded of the faithfulness of this picture 
without the contrast 
The Doctor’s disoonrses 
ore “ written speeches” rather than written 
essays or sermons. 
“The structure and modu­ 
lation of every sentence are conceived with a 
view to speech. 
The thought never kindles 
ioo much or too little for the sound, and noth­ 
ing comes tardily off.” 
Referring to Dr. Bellows’ style the editor 
observes that “nothing is more remarkable 
than the frequent efflorescence of Ulostration 
and of language, by which his style is at onoe 
strengthened and adorned.” 
The writer then 
goes on to give illustrations from the Doctor’s 
sermons, one of which served to make appar­ 
ent the truth that “ there is no sect in which 
religious peace has not been found, and none 
in which religious peace has not been lost” — 
a statement which the Pori critic declares is 
“a new and pithy way of expressing the only 
true doctrine of catholicity.” 
Another illus­ 
tration which this critic says was well worthy 
of Massillon for brilliant tenderness, but 
subtler than Massillon in its thought, was that 
in which the Doctor pictured the human soul 
discovering within itself something precious 
and secret—another self; a self such as it 
would wish to be—sweetly contemplates it 
nntil 
there 
comes 
slowly 
out of 
the 
obscurity a foce so sweet, so holy and so full 
of benignity that the beholder utters in 
solemn ecstasy the ejaculation of S t Thomas, 
“My Lord and my God I” 
Dr. Bellows is 
classed by this editor among the immortal 
few who are able to give “a new edge to the 
sword of tm th, and who find a new shade, or 
tin t or touch of form in ever so insignificant 
a floweret of revelation.” 
Excelling in per­ 
sonal dignity, classical and refined to the 
highest degree of academic culture, as rigidly 
simple and devoid of glitter as he is uniformly 
harmonious 
and full 
of unction, 
using 
language as a bidding rod to work magical 
changes among the commonplaces of experi­ 
mental divinity, this great American preacher, 
adds the Englishman, offers an example of 
homiletic power and grace such as has rarely 
been surpassed either in America or in Eng­ 
land. 
The criticism closes with a declaration 
that 
Dr. 
Bellows 
is 
the 
first 
great 
transatjantic 
orator 
whom 
the 
writer 
bad heard speak like an Englishman. 
This, 
by English readers, will probably be consid­ 
ered a* very high compliment, and none the 
less 80 by Americans. 
Of our own knowledge 
we can say that Dr. Bellows is one of the very 
few public speakers whose sermons, speeches 
or addresses will bear the sunlight of the 
strictest criticism without moving a type in 
word or in sentence from the original utter­ 
ance. 
He is a polished orator and deserves 
the highest eulogy that onr English contem­ 
porary has bestowed upon him. 
Such repre­ 
sentative Americans travelling abroad do more 
to remove the false impression which obtains 
in Europe in regard to onr public speakers 
than all the fine writing and speech-making 
that can be done through the press or on the 
rostrum here at home. 
We Americans are all 
too apt to forget that the race of orators is 
not all dead, nor are our own land and city 
witboot their_due share of _ ^ m ._ 
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tamous political tour vigorous as a young 
athlete, cheerful as n orihket and hopeful oa a 
bride. 
Ha tods that tha odmirabla and 
happy little political pocket eiMays with which 
he delighted his andisaioea have given a great 
impulse to his eooee, end he feele placidly 
confident of a favorable reenlt in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Mr. Greeley is deserving of gratitude 
for baring imparted 
some 
sound sense, 
courtesy and fcirness to a campaign rapidly 
degenerating into a vulgar brawL 
We hope 
the example he bae set will be productive of 
good. The ovation he received on his return 
home wse weU deeerved. 


On Tuesday, the 8th day of October, wUl 
oomeoff the all-important and oU-obeorbing 
State doctions in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
oad Nebraska. 
In each of these States the 
administration and the opposition parties are 
working like beavers, and over all of them 
rousing mass meetings and stump speeches 
and torch light prooeesious, in every city, 
town and hamlet, are the order of the day on 
both sides, from day to day and from night to 
night 
The supporters of Greeley and Brown, 
fuUy appreciating the neoessity on their part 
of a check in these October elections to the 
boastings of the republican party, are bring­ 
ing aU their forces, aU their strength and aU 
tbeir ways and means to bear upon Pennsyl­ 
vania, Ohio and Indiana. 
If, in the oaose of 
Greeley and Brown, any two of these States 
are carried in October, it is contended that they 
will create such a general reaction Ss to 
render the success of the opposition coalition 
morally certain in the Presidential election. 
Indeed the devoted friends of Mr. Greeley hold 
that if they carry Pennsylvania in Ootober 
and show any promising gains in Ohio and 
Indiana, they may still, by a vigorous prose­ 
cution of the war, give “Old Horace” the vic­ 
tory in November. 
For these Ootober elections the odds are evi­ 
dently in favor of the administration party in 
Ohio ; but there ia an opening for an (^po­ 
sition sucoess in both Indiana and Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
In each of these States the leading 
straight-out or Bourbon democrats, while pro­ 
testing against Greeley and Brown, have 
indicated their purpose to support the dem­ 
ocratic and liberal republican State ticket for 
Ootober; or, to state their position precisely, 
the democratic Bourbons of Indiana will sup­ 
port Hendricks, and in Pennsylvania they will 
vote for Buckalew, the opposition coalition 
candidate for G overnor; and as it was in 
North Carolina, so in both these cases, the 
Presidential test will be upon the Governor. 
If there are five thousand, or even two thou­ 
sand Greeley republicans in Indiana, assnming 
that all the democrats will vote for Hendricks, 
then, according to the test vote for Governor 
of 1868, Hendricks will be elected. 
The In­ 
diana Presidential test vote of 1868 was upon 
the Governor, and it was as follows : —

But the moral effect of this Ootober victory 
was to give General Grant in the November 
national election a majority óf nearly ten 
thousand. 
Looking, however, at her Ootober 
vote of 1868 as a fair exhibit of the relative 
strength of the two parties, there is now an 
opening for the opposition alliance in Indiana 
npon Hendricks, whose popularity is uni­ 
versally admitted. 
But in Pennsylvania, from the discords 
among the republicans on their State ticket, 
from the moral effect of the example of the 
prominent republican leaders there who have 
gone over to Greeley and Brown, and from the 
popularity of Bnokalew, the opposition coali­ 
tion candidate for Governor, they have high 
hopes of a great and decisive victory in Octo­ 
ber. 
It may be farther said that the outside 
State tickets of the labor reformers and the 
prohibitionists are each oalcnlatod to weaken 
Hartranft and to strengthen Buckalew, so that 
Mr. Greeley has some grounds for his hopeful 
estimates of Pennsylvania in Ootober. 
Upon 
a full popular vote, including the new black 
element, Mr. Bnckalew will have, say twenty 
thousand republican majority to overcome; 
but if the liberal or anti-Grant republicans even 
give him eleven thonsand, in addition to the 
full democratic vote, they can probably carry 
him in; and surely the Greeley republicans 
ongbt to be able to master eleven thousand 
men from the three hundred and fifty thou­ 
sand republican voters of the great State of 
Pennsylvania. 
At all events, as in 1856 and 
1868, the Ootober results in the State elections 
of Pennsylvania, Indiana and Ohio, and mainly 
in Pennsylvania, will settle the question of 
thé Presidential election of November. Hence 
this great excitement in Pennsylvania. 
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C a m p a tg m . 
Difficult as it may be to form an opinion as 
to the result of the political electioneering con­ 
test, either in the preliminary State elections 
or in the Presidential and other elections next 
November, onr readers cannot complain of 
want of detailed information of what is going 
on. 
The voluminous correspondence from all 
parts of the Republic, and partionlarly from 
Pennsylvania, where the struggle has become 
intense, which we publish from day to day, 
gives an impartial view of the action, hopes 
and fears on every side. 
Mr. 
Greeley’s 
speeches at every point, as well as those of the 
most prominent of his advocates, 
are re­ 
ported, and the effect of them faithfully 
represented. 
It is the 
same 
with the 
Grant 
orators; 
and 
wherever 
there is 
a 
leading 
politician 
on 
either 
side 
who 
is 
more 
reticent 
or 
not 
so 
ready to express his views our vigilant corre­ 
spondents draw him ont by an interview. The 
r/Ue of a great independent journal like this is 
to reflect correctly the movements of all and to 
show without partisan bias the changing 
phases of the political sitnation. 
If; there­ 
fore, Mr. Greeley, Gratz Brown and the other 
speakers on the side of the democratic and lib­ 
eral republican coalition have the best of the 
argument, the people have the means of judg­ 
ing of that, as they have also the opportunity 
of placing due valne upon the speeches and 
arguments of the host of able Grant orators. 
Whatever merits or demerits attach to the 
rival candidates, or to the political issnee in­ 
volved, are bronght out fully and in prominent 
relief.

Ttae Art Prospects oT tho Memsom. 
Although the majority of the artists har* 
not yet returned from their Summer excur­ 
sions, enough is known of their labors to 
enable ns to predict unusually brilliant reoulta. 
As the principal body of artiste moke their 
home in New York, as the metropolis of tha 
Continent, when we obroniole their doings wa 
may be regarded as speaking for all American 
a rt 
It is with sincere pleasure that we noto 
the works and sketches brought from the 
country to the studio ore marked by an ever 
incieoeing care. 
In the absence of a good 
school of national painting, (he only hope of 
a successful development of art among ns 
lies in close and almost literal transoriptiona 
from nature. 
It is true that this wiU not ba 
the highest a rt but it will eventually lead to 
the highest As we have insisted on the neces­ 
sity for (doser study from our artista as tba 
price of success, wu ate pleased to notioa 
that 
the 
advice we have so often ten­ 
dered has not 
been without its effect 
Wherever 
progress 
can 
be 
chronicled, 
there we find it the result of renewed applion- 
tion, in many instances in the case of men 
already in the front rank of their profession. 
Hart, Richards and Moran have achieved 
eminence by careful study of the materiola 
and elements over which they exercise their 
skill. 
And if the yonnger artiste will onlj 
emulate these men in their constant and loving 
study of nature we may hope to have a school 
made up of something better than European 
failures. 
The growing interest felt in art mat­ 
ters in this country, our ever increasing 
wealth, the refinement of manners and tasto 
that naturally must result, point to New YoA 
as the future art centre of the worliL 
While 
other civilizations are in decadence ours alona 
is young and vigorous, starting almost at the 
point it cost other nations ages of intoUeotuol 
toil to reach. 
We have been the inheritoM 
of the knowledge they amassed, and are now 
free to apply it under new conditions of politi­ 
cal and social life that give ampler play to all 
the human faculties. 
What is perhaps most surprising in the art 
phenomena of America is that the publio are 
advancing in art knowledge more rapidly than 
the artists, who are in many instances inclined 
to be conservative of the slipshod methoda 
which satisfied the publio of twenty years ago. 
Bnt spots of color in landscape will no longer 
serve for cattle; the patrons want real living 
animals, and will be content with nothing leso. 
8o in the higher departments among the pain­ 
ters of men, something approaching correct 
drawing and skilful composition is looked 
for. 
The cause of this is not far to look for. 
The ever watchful dealer has noticed the im­ 
provement of taste among the public and ho« 
hastened to supply the new demand, and from 
foreign sources. 
Through this means New 
York has advantages, comparing the worth ol 
the various foreign schools with each other 
and with American work, such as are enjoyed 
in the capitals of Europe only by the few. 
This constant comparison is rapidly develop­ 
ing a critical judpnent among the educated 
publio that augurs well for the future interest 
of art in America. 
It is too early to say what the principal sab> 
jecta treated by the leading artiste this Winter 
wUl be. 
In fact, for many reasons they objeol 
to any hint on this point being given. 
Wa 
can only say, therefore, that James Hart will 
follow up the experiment of making oatUe ths 
chief attraction of his pictures, in view of th« 
warm encouragement he received from the 
press when he produced “ Coming Out of the 
Shade.” 
In order to continue to be able ta 
sustain the good opinions that he has already 
gained he devoted his Summer to a severe 
study of animal form, and comes home with a 
wealth of sketches of animal life, fhll of force 
and character.

O B I T U A R Y . 


W lllta m Attdf 
t, L I..O . 
Rev. WUllam Anderson, LL.D., one of the moat 
eminent of the piilplt-pollilcal orators of Glasgow, 
Scotland, has Just expired at hto residence, Pros­ 
pect House, Duddlugsion. He was in the seventy- 
lourthyearofhlsage, Tho disease which carried 
him off was chronic bronchitis and congestion of 
the lungs, from which he suffered for months, but 
had only been confined to bed for ten days. With 
but slight exceptions he retained hto consclousneaa 
to the last, and died In the lull assurance of hope,, 
saying that “wlUlc thankful in hto closing hours he 
felt uo palu, he longed to get home.” 
Dr. WllUam Anderson was son of tho Rev. John 
Anderson, Itellet Minister, Kilsyth. Ue studied at 
Glasgow University, and was called to John street 
church, hto first and only charge, in 1821, although, 
owing to hindrances placed In nls way by the i’res- 
bj terv, who objected to his using his MH. In the 
puiptt, he was not ordained tUl the foUowlng year. 
Hto Jubilee was celebrated lu March. 1871, when he 
was presented by the congregation and frlemls 
with Z1,2D0. Which be generously devoted to found­ 
ing scholarships la cunuectlon with the United 
Presbyterian Church. He was noted for his MUlen- 
uarlau views, aud was a powerful and popular ad­ 
vocate of civil and religious freedom. Besides two 
volumes of discourses, “Lectures on the Mass,” 
he was author of a well-known work on Uegeuera- 
tlon, pronounced the beat tn the language. Uo re­ 
ceived the dOOTse of LL. D. from Glasgow University 
about 186A Ho was the public advocate of every 
advance movement for progress in Glasgow dur­ 
ing half a century. Uo fought for the cause of edu­ 
cation, for the voluntary cliurch principle, for the 
anti-slavery movement, for the Reform bill and 
other popular measures, and lor these long before 
they became popular and when they wore every­ 
where spoken against. From hto pulpit usually 
came the first peat which awakened Glasgow to 
any new liberal movement. Those who have heard 
him introduce Kossuth, denounce Plo Nono, expose 
Cardinal OuUen, and throw hlmaelf on any strong 
tide Of civic enthusiasm, but named him the Man 
of the Westland People. 


A ld e rm a n H d le . 
Aloerman Hale. ex-Lord Mayor and ex-Sherlff of 
London, has Just died In the English metropolis. 
Mr. Hale was born In February, 1701, thus being at 
the time of hto decease In hto eighty-second year. 
He was a member of the Court of Common Council 
for several years, and In 1866 was chosen Alder­ 
man. in 1868 ho became Sheriff of London and 
Middlesex, and In 1864 he was elected Lord Mayor. 
Ue waa widely known as tne virtual founder of the 
Ctiy of London School, upwards of thirty years 
ago, he having taken the leading part in the scheme 
of reconstruction by which the bequest of John 
carpenter became available for the eiluoatlon, as 
at present, of upwards of six hundred boys. F'rom 
that time until bis death he was the President of 
the school, and was one of Its most munificent sup­ 
porters.

W tllla m H . M l m lker. 
Sir William H. W'alker, Knight, an EngUsh gentle­ 
man who waa widely and favorably known In East, 
ludla naval circles and those of trade, has Just died 
in Great Britain. He had completed bis seventy- 
second year at the time of hto death. A son of the 
late Mr. Beniamin Walker, of Slttlnbourne, Kent, 
he entered the service ol the East India Company 
at the age of fifteen; from this he retired In 1839, 
at the expiration of the Company's charter; hut 
subsequently commanded several ships trading 
between England and Calcutta. He was a Fellow 
of tho Koyal Geographical Society and Senior Pro­ 
fessional Member of the Marine and Harbor Depart­ 
ments of the British Board of Trade.

the honor of knighthood last year, in recognition 
of hts long and able public services under the 
Company and the C ro w n .__ 
C onnteaa D a sh . 
We learn from Paris that the Countess Dash haa 
Just died at her residence, at Batignollos, of pa­ 
ralysis, brought on by an attack of rheumatic gout, 
which had confined her to her bed lor the last three 
months. She was seventy-two years of age. The 
real name of the lady woe the Dowager Marquise 
Potoir de St. Marc; the other she atlopted when, in 
consequence of a reverse of fortune, she de­ 
voted herself to literature, since 183o, when she 
published her first work, “Le Jen de la Reino,” she 
has written an immense number of novels, the sub­ 
ject of a large portion of (hem being the gallantries 
of the Conrt of Lonla XV.

rhe Krrt Day’s InTSStigatKm by tbe iBaeiid 
Cosamittee of tiw Commiañonen of Emi- 
gration as to the Conditioa of Ward’s 
Island Insane As^m—The 
Testimony of Dr. Eeidel. 


In view of the disclosures hronght to light by the 
recent Investigation of the management of the 
feisane Asylum on Ward's Island under the super­ 
vision of the Commissioners of Charities and Cor­ 
rection the Commissioners of Emigration at their 
last meeting deemed it advisable to appoint a 
special committee to visit the other Insane Asylum 
sn the island, which is managed by the Commls- 
•Kmers of Emigration, and to make a search­ 
ing Investigation into all matters appertaining 
to the weU-belng of the patients, as weU as 
into all dcUils concerning the institution. 
That snch lavestigation was needed the sequel will 
show. On yesterday the committee, constating of 
Oommissloners E. B. Hart, James Lynch, George J. 
ffterrest, aiglsmund Kaufmann and William Wallack, 
visited the island at two o’clock in the afternoon, 
accompanied by three physicians, and commenced 
their labors by inspecting the building, which is a 
large four story structure of re«l brick. As 
the persons in immediate charge of the 
Asylum nad ample notice of the Intended visit of 
the committee, they “put the house in order.” 
The corridors, wards and halls were clean and 
trim, and as far as the eye could see the concern 
was a mode) of its kind. It contains at present 168 
patients, of whom etglity-tbree are females. The 
pleasurable Impression conveyed to the minds of 
the visitors by what they had seen was soon to be 
marred by recitals of wrongs. Injuries, neglects and 
misconduct, which they were to hear. 
The committee having completed the examina­ 
tion of the building, adjourned to the Warden’s 
oltlce for the purpose of taking testimony. Two 
witnesses were examined—the Warden and Dr. 
Heldel, the physician in chief of the institution. 
The first witness caUed was Dr. Reldel, who tes­ 
tified as follows:— 
1 am at present the chief physician in charge 
•f the Insane Asylum for Emigrants on Ward's 
island, and have been such for two years past: 
when I first took charge of the Asylum it contained 
14& Inmates; it now contains 168; they are classi­ 
fied, as far as the accommodations will permit, ac­ 
cording to the nature of thetr diseases; our 
arrangements do noe permit as complete a 
classification as I sbould desire; they are 
Bufflclent to enable me to clatBlfy the excitable 
patients as they should be classified. I keep a 
regular register of the patients and make such 
entries as I consider proper concerning each. 1 
did not do BO unUl within the past few weeks. I 
commenced keeping a register when I was ap- 
E 


ted, but was unable to continue, as one 
Iclan, unaided by a clerk, is not adequate to 


Mr. H art- Is the medical force sufflclenty A. 
It Is a well established fact that for every one 
hundred patUmts one physician is ne<-essary. Mr. 
Lynch objected to this manner of tesUfying, as he 
thought the answer was of a discarslve character, 
and the witness continued:-1 stated to the 
Chairman of the Ward’s Island Committee (Mr. 
Lynch) repeatedly that the physician cannot keep 
the history of the 160 paUents without clerical aid; 
1 have by the 
AID OF mr MKIIORT 
kept the history of the principal ones; all the 
patients are under my dally oliservatlon; I have 
not a history of all the patients that came under 
my care since 1 was appointed; I am dallr engaged 
In the examination or my patients from three-quar­ 
ters of an hour to an hour. 
Q. How mauy deaths from disease or suicide and 
bow many escapes have occurred since you took 
charge of the Asylum f A. 1 will answer that ques­ 
tion in detail; shortly after I was appointed a Polish 
woman escaped, 1 suppose 
SBB RSCAPBD BY A BOAT; 
her disease did not Induce a tendency to suicide; 
she was never heard from since; another patient 
who was Buiferlng from melancholy escaped one 
morBing with some workman; the body of another 
patient wasFOrilD FlfoATlNQ IN THB BIVBR, 
and a Coroner’s jury found a verdict of acci­ 
dental death; in the same year another pa­ 
tient escaped and was never heard from. 
Hubeequentiy 
a young Englishman named 
Hancock escaped; he Jumped into the river to es­ 
cape the keepers and was drowned; I think he did 
not Intend to commit suicide; shortly after that 
occurrence a patient named Michael O'Uare jumped 
Into the river and was also drowned; he did not 
suffer from any disease likely to create a tendency 
to suicide; another youug man, while taking a 
bath one hot day, on the eve of his discharge, was 
drowned; another patient dropped Ueau a few mo­ 
ments after ids admission. 
Q. In cases where no have no knowledge of the 
patient what course do you pursuei- A, The first 
olgbt 1 pnt him lu a strong room, 
WIIBTllBK HE 18 Ql’IBT OR NOT. 
This Is to ascertain the nature of the disease, be­ 
cause It often happens that persons suffering from 
acnte mania an<l whose disease Is dangerous are 
lor the time nulct, owing to the strange surround­ 
ings. but liable at any moment to break out. 
g. What is your system of treatment, or have you 
any? A. I treat patients in the way 1 learned to 
treat them in Germany; in cases of melancholy I 
used to use opium and other narcotics, but 1 have 
arrived at the conclusion that what is co..ducive to 
a speedy cure In Germany will not operate in the 
same manner in this country. I have now given up 
the use of narcotics and 
LEAVE BY PATIENTS Jl’DICIOUBLY ALONE. 
The medical force of the Asylum is not sufllclent 
to enable us to make the complete medical and sci­ 
entific examinations that some cases require. The 
witness further stated that the attendants were 
Incompetent and too few In number, and attrllmted 
the lucomjictency to the fact that the remuneration 
was so small that proper persons could not be in­ 
duced to serve. He stated that the salary of nurses 
was $12 each per month. To a question by Mr. 
Wajlach be answered—I have not power to remove 
the nurses; if 1 had that power I could remedy 
BOiiie 01 the abuses; I nave made about six poat- 
mortera examinations, but kept no record of them; 
there are not “vessels” to make the aualyzatlons 
sometimes necessary. 
The witness here made some explanations of a 
medical character and uninteresting to the general 
reader and said that manv evils arose from hta 
want of authority. Uc complained that the na- 
tlents had not proper or sulTlcient clothing, and 
sUted that he had made repeated requisitions on 
the Warden for clothing, but that the matter re­ 
ceived no attention. 
Is there any punishment meted out to pa- 
Ucuts f A. Very seldom. When patients who are 
sensible refuse to obey orders 1 put them in a cell. 
That IS the only punishment used. 
tí. Are the patients ever ill treated ? A. It some­ 
times happens that patients are not well treated by 
the attendants. Attendants are frequently dis­ 
charged for ill treating patients, and this tells 
against the asylum, as new attendants must first 
learn their duties. 
By Dr. Baborg—While passing through the house 
I noticed a dark cell, the floor of which emitted a 
very disagreeable odor; have patients confined In 
that room proper accommodations affordeu them? 
A. They have; but the floor becomes saturated, 
and hence the smeli. 
To Mr. Wallach-It would bc|wcll to have the facU- 
iUi-B for making the scientific examinatluns re­ 
ferred to by Mr. Lynch, but they are not required 
to the extent they would be In an institution gotten 
up for tbe promotion of science. 
To Mr. iCaiiirman—All over the world, except in 
Mr. WallHch—Doctor. I will ask you to explain 
what you mean Ijy saying that you have not charge 
of the asylum, as I understand you to say that it is 
necessary that it should be in charge or a physi­ 
cian.A. I think it is necessary for the obtaining of the 
best results that a physician should have the ex­ 
clusive charge of the asylum, of Its management, 
Ita correspondeuce, the emplovment and dLscharge 
of attcndaiiui aud the visits of clergymen; in short, 
the physician—and this is a scientific fact, ad­ 
mitted aud praaued In every part of the 
world, even lii Russia qpil Siberia—should 
be the superiniendent, and New Vork is 
the only place where he is not. The Doctor here 
cnt-red Into a long explanation, which went 
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to show that the InsUlutlon suilered l»ecauHc of the 
conflict of authority between himself and the 
Warden. He gave some Illustrations, among 
others, that some Uiree months ago a nurse had 
badly abused one of the patients aud threw him 
down a steep stairs and that the nurse was still In 
the employ of the asylum. Ho also stated that hla 
orders were couiuermandcd by others. He 
Insunccd this 
by a case which recently

forbidden by a priest to clean the filthy water- 
closets after he—the Doctor—had given liistruc- 
tious that It be done: he states further that be­ 
cause of this neglect the patients were in serious 
dangor of contracting typliold fever. At a future 
examtnatiou the Deputy Wacdcp will.he called on 
to verify this statement. 
WARDEN WELLS TESTIFIES. 
Warden W'clls, being called to the suod, contra­ 
dicted much of the Doctor's tesUmony. Ue mmle 
certain explanaUuiia tending to stiow that he was 
snxlous that peace should reign in the camp. 
Much feeling was exhibited by both the doctor and

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The religions New Year of the Israelites will be 
nshcren in on Wednesday evening next, and this 
fesUval as well m that of tbe Atonement, which 
follows ten days later, la observed more generally 
than any other days in tbe Jewish calendar. The 
synagogues are usually thronged with devout wor­ 
shippers, and those who during tbe rest of the year 
pay very little attention to devotion will, on those 
days at least, put on the semblance of piety and faltb- 
friily attend to all the outward acts of a religlooa 
life. Prayers are recited with trembling fervency, 
and the words of admonition and of encourage­ 
ment uttered by tne rabbles find a resting place in 
tbe open hearts and docile minds of the waiting 
congregations, Tne New Year and the days that 
intervene to the Atonement are spent in heart- 
searchlngs and the performance of many spiritual 
acts which in some sense answer for penance, and 
which are designed to arouse the people to a sense 
of their 
A0C0ÜNTAB1UTY TO OOD, 
and make way for the reconciliation of a sinless 
Creator and a sinning creature. Tbe shofar, or 
cornet, is sounded anuuaUy during those days to 
awaken the careless from their spiritual sleep and 
to remind them of the thunders and voices of 
Sinai and of the Judgment of a righteous God upon 
their tins. The trumpet blast tells the people that 
their existence is ephemeral, their life but a dream 
or a vapor, which passeth quickly away, and that 
the things of this life, upon which the affections so 
fondly centre, are as fleeting as the life itself. It 
reminds them that the soul is of infinite value and 
la designed to an eternal duration, because It Is 
God-born and cannot cease. Roah Hashanah tells 
them again that they are accountable to God for 
all their ways; but it remluds them that God is 
gracious and merclfuL long suffering and of 
great kindness; that He wllletb not the death 
of a sinner, but rather that he should turn from 
his ways and live, and as the rabbles and Hebrew 
editors say, “as long as Israelites observe Rosh 
Hashanah In Its true Intent they remain worthy 
and laithfol members of that religion which has 
tbe Creator for its father and mankind for its 
lamllj.” But as very much of tbe devotion called 
forth by the annual return of this day springs from 
superstition, the JimotaA Times warns Israelites that 
in such case it were better that its observance 
were left uofultlUed, since form alone, without 
idea, is a bwiv without soul—a caOamr of un­ 
seemly sight, Jellllng and corrupting, and that tbe 
sounding or the sholar becomes idolatry and tbe 
recital of prayer blasphemy. 
THE ORIOIN OF TU18 FESTIVAL 
is found in Leviticus xxlli. and Numbers xxlx., 
which provide that “in the seventh month, lu the 
first day of tbe month,” they should keep a ¡Sab­ 
bath, a memorial of blowing of trumpets, a holy 
convocation in wmch no servile work should be 
done. Hence, just barely the work that ta needed 
to keep life going smoothly and clearly Is performed 
during the holidays. And very much of this work 
In wealthy Jewish families Is done by Christian ser­ 
vants, who have no such scruples. This festival 
has beeu observed by Israelites throughout the 
world perpetually since the law was given on Mount 
Binat, and that event itself is suppusuu by tradition 
to have been commemorative of the time or season 
in which the creation of tbe world took place. Bo 
that Israelites 
believe 
In 
a literal 
six 
days’ creation. 
There Is, however, some 
difference of opinion among rabbinical com­ 
mentators on that point, some maintaining that 
the creation took place at the vernal equinox and 
some at the Autumnal equinox. The former Is the 
most generally received opinion. The names of the 
months In tbe Jewish calendar are Persian, tbe He­ 
brew knowing no other division of time thau those 
found in Scripture, as first, second, third. Ac. And 
the word Tlshrl, the name of the month which be­ 
gins on Wednesday evening next, means simply 
“first” or “beginning.” Connected with this festi­ 
val is an Idea that on New Year’s day “the absolute 
consequences of men’s actions and the fate of 
nations are meted out and weighed,” and their 
late decided for the coming year. And the “blow­ 
ing of the trumpets” on this day ta In sympathy 
W ith this idea and is a part of the awe-inspiring 
service which Is to cause all the inhabitants to 
tremule at the approach of the day of the Lord. It 
also denotes 
THE FINAL RB8T0BATI0N OF ISRAEL. 
The services of this festival comprise prayers of a 
threefold kind, namely-“of homage’’ to invoke 
le speedy approach of the kingdom of God when 
m ankind'................................. 
all mankind will arrive at the true knowledge of 
the Creator and unite In His worship; second, “of 
remembrance” of God's supremacy and man’s de- 
peudence, Ac., and thirdly, “of sounding” the cor­ 
net to celebrate that future Jubilee when man will 
be freed from the fetters of error and will acquire 
perfection In the knowledge of the true God. The 
annual .sale of pews and sittings lu the synagogues 
takes place at this season, and there 1s a great rush 
to get the choicest. The synagogues are crowded 
and many are unable to gain admittance; hence 
tbe Jewish papers for a couple of weeks past have 
warmly advocated opening temporary syna­ 
gogues for the poor where they can have the 
ministrations of the law and the benefits of 
this season without being debarred therefrom by 
tbe conventionalities of fashionable temples and 
synagogue worshippers. The congregations yes­ 
terday were comparatively small, owing to the ne­ 
cessary preparations for the holidays. 
ST. PETER’S HOSPITAL, BROOKLYN. 


A 
'Valuable 
Public and Vnscctarlan 
Establishm ent—Origin and Hlstoryr. 
At the corner of Hicks and Congress streets, 
Brooklyn, there stands St. Peter’s Hospital. It is 
conducted by Slaters of S t Frauds, who devote 
themselves to the care of the sick and the poor. 
The building is 2M feet long by thirty feet deep. 
When toe Sisters first took charge In 1864, there 
were only ten beds for the accommodation of 
patients who then consisted of children. In the 
year following, the eye disease having broken out 
among the children, they were sent to Bay Ridge, 
and the hospital In Hicks street was soon atter con­ 
verted Into a general hospital. In 1867 the Sisters 
were enabled to add to their hospital accommo­ 
dation. They purchased an adjoining lot and built 
on It, and from year to year since, up to the present 
time, they have been enlarging the capacity of the 
hospital so that It has now 126 beds, every one 
with an occupant. The patienU are treated with 
tbe greatest kindness and consideration. They 
are constantly watched by the Sisters, whose gentle 
hands arc never tired in the works of mercy to 
those wno arc suffering lu bodily health. 
The hospital receives 
NO PKCCNIABY AID 
from the State. The Sisters depend altogether for 
means to conduct their excellent work upon con­ 
tributions. The hospital Is open to all persons, ir­ 
respective of creed or color. Though conducted 
by a Catholic Slsterhowl, It is entirely unsectarlan 
In Its management, and this fact alone ought to In­ 
sure tbe house an allowance of support commen­ 
surate with Its undoubted claims upon public pa­ 
tronage. Sometimes contributions arc forwar<led 
by benevolent persons who do not wish to let tlielr 
good deeds be known; but the principal portion of 
the means which keep the establUhment afloat 
are coUected by the Sisters throughout the city. 
Tbe hospital Is open for all classes of surgical 
cases, and these are treated the very moment they 
areadmitteiL The poor are not expected to pay; 
but those who can are charged a moderate sum 
($4 a week). Paying patients can have private 
rooms. These rooms are neatly furnished aud 
Ion, including 
very excclleilt rule prevails here—if a person who 
have every accomuiodatlo 
bath. 
can afford to pay for medical treatment, and a pour 
one who cannot, make apphcaUon for admission at 
the same time, the preference Is given to the latter 
if there be room, on thu Just principle that an In­ 
dividual commaBding means can more readily find 
Bccomiiiodatlon cJsewhere than one who has noue 
of this world's goods. On an average 
TWENTY AFi'UCANTS DAILY ARE REFUSED 
admission, simply because there 1s no room (or 
them. The hospital Js as full as It can hold. The 
Bisters view with regret the fact that they are 
obliged to turn away the afflicted from tlielr doors; 
but there is no help for It. It ta hoped that they 
may be soon enabled, by generous contrJbutlons, lo 
make atltUHons to tbe hospital, and thus be In a 
poeltion toMke In all patients who may present 
themselves for admission. They ask the friends of 
humanity to visit the hospital, and tliey believe 
that one visit will convince any one tb«t he has 
seen a refoge for the sick not surpassed for careful 
mauagomcnt and rleatillness Uy any, and certainly 
suiierfor in almost every respect to many hospitals. 
The liouse 1s directed and oi)ntrolled by twenty- 
two staters, wliose only reward for their deep de- 
notion to and thovghtlnl regard for the poor li the 
satisfaction they derive Irom that love or God and 
their nelglibor wliicb we are told in the sacred 
Scriptures ta the whole sqm and aiibstance of C'hrls- 
Uan morata. The roceptlon room for visitors ta on 
the left of the entrance, and close to it Is the medi- 
cal store room, a pattern of order and regularity. 
Un the ground floor are the kitchen, laundry aud 
atorago accomnradaUon for clothing for men and 
women and for sheets, quilts, towels, Ac. The 
wanta set apart for tke sick are kept in 
very fino order. weU ventilated, and the 
floors are scrupulously clean. Each bed has 
s hair and spriug mattrcM, and the teiUteads 
«re of Iren. A carpenter shop Is set up |n the 
house, and when a butliioom, a door or a window 
sash gets oat of order It ta lustaatiy set right The 
management who keeps so extensive a liotue In

A TRIPLE EECEPTIOII AT IR E CONTENT 
OF DERCf. 


The usual seclusion of the Convent of Mercy, at 
No. 36 East Houston street, was broken yesterday 
by the admission of an Immense concourse of 
people who had assembled to witness tbe reception 
of three yonng ladies of tbe “white veU”—Miss 
Leonard, Miss Lizzie McDevltt and her young stater 
Miss Susie McDevltt. These three young ladles 
having passed the six months’ probation Imposed 
upon all aspirants lor the “habit” of religion In the 
order of Mercy yesterday, bid adieu to the pomp 
and pride of the world for a period of two years’ 
further trial prior to pronouncing the Irre­ 
vocable vows that will. In the event of their 
final perseverance, bind them to the service of 
God in Hta Buffering members forever. 
As usual, on such occasions, the several altars 
wore decked with a cholee selection of both artificial 
and natural flowers, the faint perfome of the latter 
pervading the air like Incense, and the* brUllaui 
Ughi of the mynad wax tapers mingling with the 
tinted radiance penetrating the richly stained 
windows added unusual splendor to the solemn 
scene. As the hour appointed for the ceremony 
drew near the slowly-tolling beU announced 
to the silent congregation the approach of the pro­ 
cession ; first the cross, borne by a young novice, 
then tbe remaining probationers, followed by the 
novices, two and two, and the black-veiled nuns 
in their white choir 
mantles, with the 
Bnperloress aud assistants lemllng the can­ 
didates 
for 
the 
wnlto veil: and lastly 
the clergymen and Archbishop. When all had en­ 
tered the chapel the young ladies knelt at the foot 
of the altar, while the Archbishop, vested in cope 
and mitre, blessed their candles, and then advanc­ 
ing they each received a lighted candle, and, re­ 
turning to the middle of the choir, remained seated 
wlUle Archbishop McCfoskey addressed them upon 
tbe step they contemplated, forcibly contrast­ 
ing their 
ufe within the convent with that 
they might have led bad they chosen to 
remain In the outer world and of It, say­ 
ing that the bonds of religion were not the bonds 
of slavery, but of the highest freedom—freedom 
from tbe trammels of vanity and human respect, 
liberty to serve God and follow the example of 
Clirlat. who came not to do Hta own will, but 
the will of God. After bidding them ponder well 
the responsibility of the step they were about to 
take, tbe Superioress led the young ladies to the 
altar, where each, kneeling at the feet of tbe Arch­ 
bishop, was asked by him what she demanded, and 
in a clear, firm voice responded, “The mercy of God 
and the holy habit of reUgion.*’ The Superioress 
was then asked it she had examined the candidates 
and lound them satisfied of and well prepared for 
such a step. Her answer being In the affirmative, 
each caiidldate was then asked If It was of her own 
free wlU that she had made choice of such a state 
of life, and also If she felt that she could persevere 
in it to the end, and having answered to both ques­ 
tions that they hoped so do to by the grace of 
God the choir began an appropriate anthem, and 
the candidates retired to lay aside forever the slilu- 
ing white silks, flowing gossamer veils and droop­ 
ing orange buds lu wnlch each had. Indeed, looked 
like a “bride of heaven.” During their absence 
from the chapel the habits were blessed and carried 
to them, aud the veils, girdles and cloaks were 
blessed and left near the altar. In a few minutes 
the trio returned, the choir singing “Who ta she 
that comcth up from the desert flowing with 
delights?” They were clad lu the sombre black 
habit, tbe white coif concealing tbe forehead and 
the close white gamp covering the throat. Kneel­ 
ing before the Archbishop each novice received the 
girdle and handed It to the Superioress, who

where she knelt for a biesslug, and having received 
the “kiss of peace” from her. they returned It with 
sisterly afl’ectlon to the other members of the 
community, and then, in the same order as 
on entering, the solemn procession wended its

A Reporter’s Visit to the Great Orphan­ 
age 
In 
Westchester 
County—Fifteen 
Hundred Boys and OIrls Learning the 
Means of an Honest Livelihood—Three 
Hundred Girls at W ork—The Hour of 
Angelas—The Boys’ Chapel and Their 
Choir. 
A Visit to the ruins of the recently burned Cath­ 
olic» Protectory showed the rapid Improvements 
which are being made to accommodate the little 
ones who have lost by the conflagration many of 
the comforts of their late home. A temporary 
wooden building has been erected tor the orphans’ 
nse. It IB divided Into compartments—namely, dor­ 
mitory, dining hall, workshop and recreation room. 
This building adjoins the little Convent of the sta­ 
ters of Charity. Tlie Convent 1s literally crammed 
with articles saved from the flames, so that the 
nun who acted as guide emphatically remarked, 
“We have no reception room now.” 
Entering the spacious workshop the whirring and 
clicking of a hundred sewing machines bespoke 
business on an extensive scale. Tbe nppcrs of 
boots and shirts were the principal Items of manu­ 
facture lu this department. During tbe reporter’s 
stay, at twelve o’clock, the bell for the “Angelus” 
ringing, tbe noise of the sewing niachinos subsided, 
and the girls, old and young, arose, fell Into Hue 
and responded to the recitation of the midday 
prayer by the nun in charge. Alter the prayer 
they moved slowly and In order to the refectory, 
where a snbstantlai repast awaited them. 
TllKKE HtlNDREU AND TUIKrV UIHL8 
seated themselves at two tables extending through­ 
out the length of the dining hall. According to a 
strictly observed rule the most austere silence pre­ 
vailed during the meal. Dinner constated of excel­ 
lent soup, jresh meats, tomatoes, auples, bread aud 
potatoes. IHgId disclp.lne seemed to have been 
exercised over the keeping of the dormitories, so 
clean aud onlerly did they appear. Destitution, 
orphanage or an unruly .Usisisitlon constitutes 
sufflclent ground for ailmlttance luto the C’atholfo 
Protectory. 
The large building of the Protectory faces the 
environs of West Farina and staads upon rising 
ground, the notdest scene for miles around. This 
building ta occupied by 1.300 buys, whose ages range 
from five years to seventeen. They were all In the 
Immense playground when the writer was first 
presented to them. They had Just finished their 
dinner and were enjojiug themselves. Their time Is 
disposed 01 as follows:—Five hours for study, five 
for work and the remainder for meals, recreation 
and Bicep. Five hundred of the boys are learning 
the shoeraaklug business, under the supervision of 
expert shoemakers, who arc paid a high salary for 
their time, it is a novel sight to witness these 600 
Crispin novlf:«s blundering through their dally ap­ 
prenticeships amid a bewildering din of stluililng, 
iiamraerlng and machine noise. Ttie establishment 
sends out about six hundred pairs of boots and 
shoes dally, in 
THE PRINTtNO DEPARTMENT 
fifty-six boys are acquiring that trade under the 
guidance of eltlcleot compositors. Competent 
trailesmcD also have charge of the tailoring estab­ 
lishment, which ta amply equipped In every par­ 
ticular. About fifty youths are serving as appren- 
Ucos to this trade. 
The boys’ dormitories, though Immense In size, 
are thoroughly ventilated, furBishod with complete 
heating apparatus, and scrupulously neat and 
clean. Equidistant through the domltorles are 
the cells of the Brothers, who act as prefects over 
their respective portions of the aleejiing rooms, on 
the top story is » handsomely fuiaishoU chapel, 
which is regularly attended bv the Juvenile congre­ 
gation. The boys have formed a choir, which t>ou»u 
of several tenors, contraltos and sopranos far 
above ordinary merit. 
The mole institution Is under tbe ImmedJata care 
of a company of Christian Brothers, whose private 
monastery li sUuatcd on the first corridor of this 
building.

AawkbUkop B ayley’s Last OMIclal Act In 
New Je rse y -L a y in g tkc Corner Stone 
of a New Cknrch In Jersey City—Pre­ 
sentation by tbe Clergy of tbe Diocese.

An Vnaatentatlons C harity Appealing to 
the ra b ile . 
Among the many institutions from which this 
city has derived its title as “The City of Charities ” 
is one which has during the past five years worked 
along quietly and unostentatiously, doing good in a 
hitherto somewhat neglected direction. There are 
a number of aged people in this city who are too 
honest too steal and too proud to beg, but whose 
circumstances are such that they must do one or 
the other or die. 
There was no institu­ 
tion to care for 
them, 
from 
which mis­ 
sionaries would go out to find them, bring 
them 
in 
and 
care 
for 
them, 
until 
the good Bisters of Charity assumed the responsi­ 
bility and labor, and fonndlug an institution on 
West Flltcenth street, styling it the “St. Joseph’s 
Home for the Aged,” entered at once upon the 
gootlwork. For four or five years they have sup- 
portea their institution without ever intruding on 
mbllo attention, or seeking aid other than from 
private source.». As soon as the Idea of the insti- 
tution and its founding became known tbe ladles 
in charge were obliged to enlarge the establish­ 
ment in order to accommodate the number of ap­ 
plicants. They succeeded in erecting a building 
suitable for all present purposes, but in doing so 
and In carrying it on have Incurred a debt of some 
$80,000. Tlie work already done and the number 
of applications for admission show that such an 
institution la an absolute necessity. 
The good 
work should not be stopped: the noble efforts 
of the Bisters of Charity should not be in vain; but 
unless they are enabled to overcome the outstand­ 
ing llabiUties, the institution, it is feared, must suc­ 
cumb. 
For the purpose of securing the necessary funds 
a number of the leading Catholic and other chari­ 
table ladles ol the metropolis have banded together 
and decided to holdA FANCY FAIR, 
or bazaar, at which obiects of value and vertu will 
be offered for sale, and at which the attractions of 
art In music, painting and otherwise will be em­ 
ployed, together with the presence of the “lalrest 
of the fair” ns advocates of charity and mercy, to 
induce all to contribute to this one of the really 
deserving enterprises of the Children of Loyola. 
The “fair” will be held at Irving Hall, will open on 
the 7th of October proximo, and continue twenty- 
one days. There will be fourteen tables or stalls, 
presided over by ladles from the different parishes 
In the city, and one, known as “the Home table,” 
presided over by Mrs. Daniel Whalen. The enter­ 
prise must certainly commend itselt to alt chari­ 
tably disposed persons, and should receive most 
unequivocal support.

THE MURDEROUS MILITIAMEN. 


A W arn in g to Insubordinate Soldier»- 
Promp Disarm ing of the Riotous Com­ 
panies—How tbe Dlsgraoefnl Aflblr Im 
Regarded bp tbe Germans ot Morris- 
an ia. 
The indignation felt and freely expressed by the 
people residing in the lower porUon of West­ 
chester county at the outrageous conduct of 
Companies A and Q, of the Third regiment 
N. G. S. N. Y., while on board of a Harlem 
Railroad 
train, 
last 
Thursday afternoon, 
ta not at all aUaved by the disgrace which has 
promptly and effectually covered tne organizations 
named. Among the German population of Mor- 
rlsanta especially is the stigma felt and de­ 
plored, as nearly all the members com­ 
prising the insnitordinate companies were of 
that nationality. The law-abiding industrious Teu­ 
tons of the town indicated vehemently repudiate 
the lawless conduct of the militia, and assert that 
the whole trouble was occasioned by Company O, 
which is mainly composed of youthful German- 
Amerlcans of the rowdv order, who cannot keep 
sober while playing soldier. 
Acting on niEofllcial responsibility, and withont 
altlng for a reply to the telegram forwarded by 
_lm to the Adjutant General at Albany, a copy of 
which appeared In the Herald of yesterday. Colo­ 
nel John O. Fay, of the Third regiment, took 
immediate steps for disbanding ami disarming 
the Morrlsania companies. Accordingly, 
on 
Friday afternoon, the Colonel proceeded to 
Morrlsania with detachments of Companies B and 
C, of Mount Vernon, fully armed and equipped, to 
the armories of the dellnqnent organizations in 
Morrlsania, where he first notlfled the respective 
captains of his Intended action, and then 
quietly took possession of and removed the 
State arms which had heretofore been used hy 
Companies A and O. These mute evidences of hos­ 
tility were placed suhseqneutly In the police station 
at Morrisanla. Having effected his object Colonel 
Fm returned to Mount Vernon with his command. 
Thns far It has been utterly impossible to ascer­ 
tain the names of all the parties Injured, as both 
oificeraand men have evinced a persistent reticence 
In regard to tho alTray. There is, no doubt, 
however, that many of those engaged In the flght 
sustained Injuries ol a more or less serious nature, 
August Brlnckman. who was reported dying from 
hlH wounds on Friday, had so far recovered last eve­ 
ning as to be able to appear on the street.

The President Makes a Long Speech 
to the Indian Delegates. 


HE COUISELS THEl TO 60 FAIUinG. 


Financial and MiaoellaneouB News 
from the Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 28, l87i

Me UncpapM, BUckfeet and Dpper and Lower 
Yanktonlana, headed by J. C. Conner, agent of the 
Arand River Agency, and Aeslsunt Secretary 
Oowen. had an Interview with the President to­ 
day. After they had shaken hands with the Presi­ 
dent he inquired if there was anything special 
which they desired to say to him. “The Grass” 
stepped to the front, and through an Interpreter 
said he never had anything against the whitj men. 
••Yon sent for me before, but I did not like to come. 
You sent for me again, and 1 came. 1 have seen 
yoa; 1 have been pleased. We want room at our 
reservatton, and don’t want to bo crowded. We 
win mind the Great Father and do what he tells us. 
Our people are all working, but are very poor.” 
The President inquired as to the nature of the 
land on which the tribe Is located, and Inquired if 
anything had been said to them about moving them 
Into the Indian country. Secretary Cowen replied 
in the afllrmatlve. The President then, addressing 
the Indians, said he would like to see them on fer­ 
tile lands, where It would be easy for them to make 
a living, and when they should be willing to go on 
such lands the government would send them and 
learn them to build houses. Their young especially 
should be Instructed. It was for them to think 
about it, and unless they wanted to go he did not 
want to make them. They could go back to their 
homes now, and talk the matter over this year to 
their people. If they would not agree to go he 
would not compel them. Above all things they 
Should be at peace with the white people, 
who outnumbered them a great many times, 
and If a conflict should come It would 
be much worse for the Indians. He did 
not want to light them, but protect them and care 
for them. Above all things, too, they should have 
their young people Instructed. The white people 
were Increasing rapidly, and In a few years It 
would be much worse for the Indians than now. 
Anything they wanted now could be asked of the 
('ommlssloner of Indian Affairs and the Secretary 
•f the Interior, who would act for him. 
‘The Grass” said the land of his reservation was 
bad, but he was raised in that country and wanted 
to stay there. He knew It .was not good, out he 
wanted to stay on It, and did not want any white 
naan to come on It. They also wanted Mr. O’Con­ 
nor, their agent, to remain there. 
The President assured them that no change 
•houid be made In their agent, and further that he 
did not want to force them from the land. He 
would do aU he could to Instruct them and protect 
them, and hoped their young people would grow up 
Instructed In all the arts of civilization. 
The P re s id e n t’s Ido-vem ents. 
The President this morning had a long Interview 
with General Sherman, whom he had not seen 
since his return from Europe. Subsequently he 
was closeted with Secretaries Belknap and Robe­ 
son, and later In the day he received a.large num­ 
ber of visitors.

K A IS E R AND B IS H O P. 


The Bishop of Ermeland Withstanding the 
Power of Imperial Germany. 


MABiicNBriMi, Sept. 13,1872. 
The year 1772 Is a remarkable one in the annals 
of Prussia, for In that year took place the famous 
partition of Poland. This act must be regarded in 
two aspects. On the one hand It restored to Prussia 
towns and placea that had formerly been under 
German domination and that had preserved 
the German language and German Institutions; on 
the other It took from Poland territory to which 
Germany never had any claim, and which was 
peopled by men who had no Inclination whatever 
for union with the German race. 
The Germans, of course, determined to celebrate 
this year the ceatenary of the, day which restored 
some Germans to the Fatherland, and, of course, 
were In no way prevented from doing so by the fact 
that such a celebration could give nothing but an­ 
noyance to their Polish fellow-subjects. It was a 
singular coincidence that such a celebration 
shonld follow so close upon the meeting of the 
three ¿mperors at Berlin, especially as Poland was 
said to be one of the subjccta on which the three 
Emperors were supposed to have rzchauged Ideas. 
Another coincidence also took place. The Em­ 
peror WUIiam had to leave BerUn for this town on 
the same day that the Czar had to leave 
Berllnfor St. Petersburg; and thus the two men 
who represent most strongly the subjection of 
Poland travelled together to the place In which 
Poland’s downfall was being celebrated. The two 
monarcbs, however, made an attempt to taae away 
the significance by separating at a station a few 
miles before Marlenburg, and thus Emperor Wll. 
llam arrived here alone. 
The lestlvltles, by which the imperial visit was 
celebrated had strong resemblance to festivities 
on other occasions In different parts of Ger- 
man.T. Of course there were the Inevitable 
municipal authorities, 
with addresses; there 
were German maidens, dressed d la Mar­ 
guerite, and carrying flowers In their hands; 


the fine uniforms and lashionable dresses and ela­ 
borate toilets that Jupiter Pluvius spoiled on the 
memorable day. 
An Incident In connection with the celebration 
has attracted a good deal of attention. Your 
readers have doubtless already heard, on more 
than one occasion, of the dispute between the gov­ 
ernment and the Catholic Bishop of Ermeland. 
The Bishop had dared to so far exercise 
his episcopal rights as to Insrruct some soldiers 
not to visit a 
certain cathedral, which 
had been used by the so-called “Old Catholics.” 
The Bishop was called upon to withdraw his prohi­ 
bition; but he declared that he could not do so con­ 
sistently with his duty to his conscience and his 
Church. It was supposed that the government 
wouUl hereupon have proceeded to extremities, 
that the Bishop would have been deprived of his reve­ 
nues, Ac.; but as yet no such step has oeen taken. 
The Bishop eudeavored on the occasion of this 
festival to pave the way to a reconciliation. He 
issued a pastoral, very loyal In Its tone, and asked 
permission of Ills Majesty to come to Marleuburg 
to pay homage there. 
But the Emperor 
declined to receive the Bishop unless he made an 
miconditlonal surrender of the position he has 
taken up. And so the matter at present remains.

His Eseention Stayed Through a Baspite by Ooy- 
emor Hoffman-Eflbrts for a Mew Trial 
and Their Probable Benlb-InterTiew 
with Oaffhey and W hat He 
Says About the Matter. 


BurrAU), Sept. 28, 1872. 
The luxury of an execution, rare as It Is In these 
degenerate days of crimson crimes, Is not after alj 
to be enjoyed here to-morrow—the day assigned for 
the hanging of John Gaffney, for the murder In 
May last of Patrick Fahey. Everybody believed 
the hanging would take place. The atroclons cha­ 
racter of the murder, the bad antecedents of the 
alleged murderer, and all the surroundlnga of the 
case warranted very little ground for any sup- 
poBltttious loophole of escape for the con­ 
victed murderer. Governor Hoffman baa seen 
fit, however, to grant the condemned man a 
respite of three weeks. This interposition 
of executive 
clemency 
is to allow Ume 
to argue a motion for stay of proceedings and a 
new trial, which. It is claimed, in the short time In­ 
tervening between the pronouncing of the sen­ 
tence and the day assigned for the execution, it 
has been impossible to do. It Is now very gen­ 
erally thought that there can be but one result—a 
new trial and Gaffhey’s acquittal. A brief reca­ 
pitulation of 
THE STORY OF THB MIHIDER 
and developments since the trial will show the 
grounds upon wnloh this belief is based. Among 
the numerous low drinking places on Canal 
street, 
“Hwoeny’s 
saloon” 
ranks 
among 
the foremost in debauches, carousals In which 
the vilest of bad whiskey, the worst of 
oaths, card playing and quarrelling mingle In In­ 
harmonious conjunction, are kept up till a late 
hour In the morning. About four o’clock on the 
morning of the 7th of May last several men, among 
whom was Gaffney, were at this place playing 
‘•poker.” In the Intervals of ‘‘going better” and 
‘‘calling,” frequent requisitions had been made 
upon the Inflammatory compounds dispensed from 
the bar. At this juncture Patrick Fahey, a noctur­ 
nal reveller of equally depraved propensities 
with 
the 
rest, strolled Into the place. 
Some words passed-wo are now following 
the theory of the prosocutlon—between Gafltaoy 
and him. GatTney was then keeping the ‘‘Free and 
Easy,” a saloonA»f kindred character. In the same 
street. Fahey had a short time previously kicked up 
a row there. Galftwy asked him why he did U. 
Fahey did not show himself In an apologetic mood. 
They talked back and forth for several minutes, 
and their talk grew more exciting. Gaffhey pulled 
out a pistol and attempted to strike Fahey with It 
Fahey ran to a corner of the room. Gaffney flred 
at him—flred three shots In rapid succession. 
Fahey fell, mortally wounded, and died In a few 
minutes. Alexander Mclnlerney, a strolling min­ 
strel clog dancer, testified to these facts. Gaflhey’s 
associates testified that Gaffney flred no pistol; that 
the firing was by some one else, but by whom they 
could nut telL This was the theory of the defence. 
At the trial the Jury, as the result proved, chose to 
Inlerney, notwitbstand- 
1 of rebuttiug evidence 
Ing the strong t _______________________________ 
against him. He was accordingly found guilty of 
murder lu the first degree, and Judge VerpTanck, of 
the Bnperior Court, before whom the trial took 
place, adjudged upon him the extreme penalty of 
the law.BAVINO GAFFNEY FROM THE OAIXOWH. 
Most ludefutigably Mr. Lyman K. Bass, one of the 
most prominent of Hie criminal lawyers here, 
worked to save Gaffney from the gallows. He 
exerted his utmost legal skill during the progress 
of the trial, though meeting, of course, with the 
same streuuousness 01 effort In the opposing direc­ 
tion by Mr. U. 11, WiUlams, the District Attorney. 
At once moving for an arrest of judgment, and 
finding this could not be heard, he hurried to Al­ 
bany In person to lay ibe facts of the 
case before Governor Hoffman, where, as 
BUted above, he was so far successftil as 
to obtain an order postponing the execution for 
three weeks, to give him time to argue his motion. 
Intimation of what will be the result of this respite 
has already been given, it Is now said that 
Mclnlcrnay cannot be found, and that In the ab­ 
sence of his testimony It will be Impossible to re­ 
convict Galfuey. ihe only present obstacle lu the 
way is getting a new trial This granted and the 
rest. It is said, is plain sailing, and GatTney walks 
forth from his prison cell a free man. 
WIIAT GAFFNEY THINKS ABOGT THE MATTER. 
Gatriiey, as 1 very quickly learned alter iny ar­ 
rival, does not feel very charitably Inclined toward 
newspaper representatives. Fen aud ink sketches 
glveu in the papers here of him, it must be con­ 
fessed, have not been of a character calculated to 
foster the most Irlendly feeling on his part. A small 
place Is the county jail, but it is not so small but 
that everybody knows where it Is. 1 bad no diffi­ 
culty in Hading my way there. 
“SO you are a newspaper man.” said the turnkey 
after 1 had explained that I had come on here on a 
mission from the New York Herald to see Gaffney 
hung, anti as he was not to be hung the next most 
cruel thing I could do was to “Interview” him. 
“You say you wish to see GalTney. He won’t see 
you or any man belonging to a newspaper.” 
“Ferhaps his hostUlty to the newspapers don’t 
extend beyond the Uuffalo press,” I suggested.
